The inventions Usted as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The fail to share a special technical feature. 

The technical feature linking the groups is a nucleic acid encoding an insecticidal protein 
complex or a portion of it. This technical feature is taught by Grkovic et al (1995, Appl. 
Environ. Microbiol. 61 :22 18-2223; cited in the search report; see abstract), Nunez- Valdez et al 
(1996, Gen 172:75-79; cited in the search report; see abstract) and Bowen et al (1998, Science 
280:2129-2132; see abstract). The nucleic acids taught by Grkovic et al, Nunez- Valdez et al and 
Bowen et al would each have 75% "homology" with SEQ ID NO: 1 and would hybridize to it 
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under stringent hybridization conditions; thus, claim 1, among others is not novel, and the 
technical feature linking the groups is not special.
